WOMEN’S LONG TRIP 
FOR WOMAN SUFFRAGE 


Six Walk From Edinburgh to London 

With Petition to Prime Minister 

The six young and pretty wo 
men suffragists in brown and green 
who have marched from Edinburgn 
with a petition to the prime minister 
completed their journey. They 
tramped 393 miles in five weeks. 

Tally-Ho Corner, Finchley, was the 
starting point of the last stage. A 
procession of 4000 or 5000 sympathiz- 
ers joined the band and to the stirring 
strains of the “Women’s March” and 
“See the Conquering Hero Comes,” 
the women marched to Trafalgar

| brought un ine rear, After the dem- 
onstration two of the marchers, Mrs. 
de Fonblencue and Miss Byham, took 
the petition to 10 Downing street, 
where it was received by one of Mr 
Asquith's* secretaries. 

All along our march we found every 
class of person, excepting the hooli- 
gan, absolutely friendly towards us, 
said Mrs. de Fonblanque, and in all 
parts of the country we have beea 
incited to kill Lloyd George. 

Usually we had breakfast at 8.50 
and fell in to start walking at 9.30 or 
10. Luncheon was a ve gs light affair 
of bread and cheese by the wayside, 
and as a rule we reached our night's 
headquarters about 6 o'clock. 

On an average we walked fifteen 
miles a day, except on Sundays when 
we rested, but of course sometimes we 
put in an extra ten miles or more.

MAN DRIVEN INSANE BY 
TOOTHACHE SUICIDES 


Kills His Infant Boy in Perambulataor, 
Then Cuts His Own Throat 


The result of a violent toothache 
is believed to have been the cause of 
a terrible tragedy which occurred at 
Bromley-by-Bow, the victims being 
a waterside laborer named Ager and 
his little son, a blind boy nearly 2 
years. 

Ager, who was 33 years of age, is 
stated to have been an industrious 
worker and to have lived happily with 
his wife and two children at 18 Fern 
street. For some time he had suf- 
fered from violent toothache, and yes- 
terday morning he went in to the 
London Hospital to ask that two teeth 
might be drawn. He was too late, 
however, and on being given a card 
with which to attend this morning he 
returned home, . 

He declined dinner, saying his teeth 
were too bad for him, and sat in the 
kitchen while his wife returned to her 
work in the scullery. A few minutes 
later Mrs, Ager missed htm. She}: 
sent her boy upstairs to see if his 
father had gone to bed, but the lad 
could not find him. She then went 
herself, and was ho:tified to discover 
tee tacband lying at the foot of the 
bed with his throat cut, pvidently by 
a razor which the boy had seen him 
take from a kitchen drawer. 

Mrs. Ager rushed to a neighbor, 
and together they made the further 
terrible discovery that Ager had slain 
his Infant boy as he lay in his per-

He instanced the speech of M. Kok- 
oveoff, the Russian Premier, who 
spoke before the Duma but, the del- 
egate pointed out, in reality eddress- 
ed his statement to the whole of Eur- 
ope in the name of the great Slavonic 
and Orthodox power. 

M. Kokovsoff's speech, notwith- 
standing the usual declaration of the 
wish to preserve peace, emphasizes 
the importance of unanimity of the 
Balkan people and representing the 
Emperor, who is the supreme political 
patron and venerated spiritual head of 
the Orthodox world, praised the civic 
and military virtues of the allies, 
promising them support from the 
Mother Ruesia, who so far ie glad she 
has not had to change the calm at- 
titude adopted at the outset. 

This, in plain language means that 
the calm attitude might have been 
changed in the past and may change 
fn the future if the rights of the Bal- 
kan people do not receive due recog: 
nition. Was is 

However, it is asserted that the Ats- 
trian and German ambassadors at 
the meeting were mogt: cordial, al- 
though reserved. When the question 
of the Dardanelles was raised it is re- 
ported that Count Beckendorff ex- 
pressed the desire of Russia that the 
straits be declared open only to the 
Russian fleet and not to the fleets of 
other countries, as his governmen!

WILL NOT USE PANAMA 


Vice-President of C.P.R. Says Rail- 
way Will not use Rival Route 


Montreal.—There is no necessity 
for the Canadian Pacific railway to 
operate its ships through the Pana- 
ma canal, was the statement of G. M. 
Bosworth, vice-president of the C.P. 
R. He declared that the Atlantic 
and the Pacific steamship lines of the 
compainy work in the capacity of as 
sistants to the trans-Canada railway, 
and if their routes were changed to a 
direct service through the canal it 
would seriously affect the railway. 

Mr. Bosworth admitted that the at- 
titude of the C.P.R. toward the Pan- 
ama project is that of a rival and tha: 
the route is in a slight measure con- 
sidered an opposition one. It :s 
stated that Herr Balin and two other 
directors of the Hamburg-American 
line are now in New York.en route 
to Panama and several other ports 
in the vicinity. In the opinion of 
this official they are to visit the Can- 
adian west with a view to making ar 
Tangements regarding trade between 
the west and Germany via the Pana- 
ma canal.

issued a warrant for the arrest of a 
man accused of endangering the safe.

The accused refused .o 
attend court, and wrote a letter to the 
magistrate expressing suffragette sym 
pathies.

It will go ta the bank- 
ing and commerce committee, after 
its second reading in the House. and| 
it is not unlikely that there will be 
various minor amendments in that 
stage, as the minister of finance stat- 
ed that he would welcome suggestions 
eb would make the bill more effect- | 
ve, 

An important point Is the provision 
for a compulsory externa! audit. The 
shareholders of a bank, a: the annual 
meeting. must name an auditor. In 
the event of the mimst‘er not being 
satisfied with any statement or re- 
turn submitted by the bank, it would 
be within his power to have such 
statements verified b; this auditor.

Included in the report is a valuable 
comparison of the figures for thé 
United States with those for the 
United Kingdom and Wales as se 
cured in 1905 and revised to date. 
In order to make the enquiry ag 
complete and accurate as possible 
statistics were secured from twenty» 
eight cities scattered throughout the 
{ndustrial states of the East. Further, 
to make comparisons possible, three 
tlasses of industry were selected for 
imvestigation—the building trades, 
the engineering trades and the print: 
ing trades—because these three of ail 
dthers are common to practically all 
countries, 

Smaller Wages in England 
Without entering into the details of 
the finding, it was shown that in the 
building trades, weekly wages in tho 
United States exceeded those paid in 
the United Kingdom by a ratio of 243 
to 100; in the engineering trades by 
813 to 100; and in the printing trades 
by 246 to 100, or combining all three, 
the American workman is shown to 
tecelve more than 2% times the 
money for his work that his British 
competitor receives. The investiga- 
lors found further that the proportion 
of unskilled or semi-skilled labor is 
freater in America, while what is 
termed unemployable labor is greater 
fm. England.

In order to institute a comparison 
that would be instructive it was 
figured out just what a week's focd 
supply of an average British working- 
man’s family would coat in the United 
States. To compare the purchases of 
Average families in both countries on 
Any other basis would be impossible, 
because of the different kinds and 
quantities of food consumed. On this 
basis is was found that the cost of 
the average British workingiran's 
at the predominant prices of the two 
countries would be as 100 to 138, one 
hundred being the British standard, 
That is to say, he would have to pay 
88% more for identically the same 
food in America. Conversely were 
average United States workman to 
purchase his usual supplies in Eng- 
land, he would get them for twenty 
per cent. less. ' 

Summing up all these resus it may 
be said that while the cost of food and 
trent in America is 62% greater than 
{n England, yet wages, being 130° 
higher, more than off-set the higher 
cost of living. Further, the margin 
of income over and above food and 
rent is #0 great as to make possibie 
‘a command of the necessaries and 
conveniences and more luxuries of 
life that is both ominally and really 
wreater than that enjoyed by the cor. 
responding class in England.

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TRENCH GUNS FACTOR 
IN BALKAN VICTORIES 


‘Most Military Men Except Germans 
Conclude That France has Best 
Artillery in the World 

The French during the time of the 
Russo-Japanese campaign Frenchmen 
backed the wrong horse, and the hu- 
millation of their allies was a sore 
disappointment to them. In the Balk- 
an war, however, French sympathies 
have from the start been with the al- 
fied states, and their victories have 
been hailed with jubilant satisfaction. 
But apart from the pleasure felt by 
Frenchmen at the successful efforts 
of the little powers to overthrow the 
Turk, there is a national pride bora 
of the conviction that the Bulgarians 
and the Servians and the Greeks have 
vanquished the troops of the sultan 
because they learned the art of war 
{n French military colleges and fought 
with French cannon. 

When, further, it is remembered 
that at Kirk Kilisse and Lule Burgas | 
the French guns were matched against 
German artillery, it will he conceded 
that the crushing defeat inflicted on 
the Turks at these battles is some 
justification for French complacency, 
The Balkan war has been very largely 
@ question of guns, and the duel be- 
tween the French artillery of the al- 
lies and the German artillery of the 
Turks has resulted in the triumph of 
the cannon made at Creusot. 

The selection of French guns by the 
armies of the allies was not due to ac- 
ident or hazard. Those responsible 
for the war material, which was to de- 
clde the future of the Balkans knew 
that they could take no chances, that 
their very existence was at stake, an‘ 
#0, after testing the material of all 
the ordinance manufacturers of Eur- 
ope they came to the conclusion that 
the Schneider guns were the most 
suitable for their purpose. That is 
why General Savoff, who recognized 
the Bulgarian army, selected the splen- 
did 75-millimeter French gun to annl- 
hilate the Turk, and the war ministe-s 
of Servia and Greece did the same. 
Most of their material is comparative- 
ly modern and bears the date of 1904, 
1905, and 1907, 

Most military men—Kaiser WIl- 
‘helm’s officers excepted—openly admit 
that the French have the best artil- 
lery in the world. It {s espectally 
suitable for a campaign in the hilly 
country of the Balkans, because of its 
lightness. The nature of the terrain, 
which has been reddened by the blood 
of Bulgarians and Turks, precludes the 
use of heavy, cumbérsome guns, and 
that is why the light, handy fleld and 
mountain guns of the allies have 
proved invaluable. Foreign attaches 
who have followed the operations in 
the Balkans during the last few weeks 
are at one in their admiration of the 
rapidity, accuracy and murderous ef- 
fect of the French-made guns. 

A German artillery officer, who wit- 
nessed the battle of Lule Burgas, de- 
elared that the day was won not by 
the rifle fire of the Bulgarians, but 
‘by their cannon, the batteries placing 
shell after shell with astonishing rap- 
idity at points five feet anart. The 
gunners fired with automatic precision 
and the officer added that he was con- 
vinced that one of the most import- 
ant results of the present war would 
he a modification of the German artil- 
lerv.

| The assistant chief warder, Bonnet, 
who had been in another part of the 
prison, hurried up with other warders 
and a pitched battle began in the cor- 
ridors of the prison. 

Drahonnet had found a long-handled 
hatchet with which he did terrible 
damage, and a few minutes after the 
death of his chief, Bonnet-was killed 
by a crushing stroke of the ringlead- 
er’s axe which cleft his skull in 
two.
